Tho breed of catfle is poor. Tbo cattle aro ordinarily graeed Cattle 
<n the jungles ; land is sot apart for pasture in rillagos in which 
\eTe Is no jungle, but the gross is poor, and the oattlo got no 
‘per fodder o:mopt just after naiveat.

The SouRpet area at the soutlfeast oomer of the Disiriet, UiDsnla 
which is almost entirely surroaoded 6y ihd i^shna trap, has long 
hoen known to contain gold, but, the icocnt investigationB 
of experts, it appears very doubtful whether its extraction either 
from the alluvium or from any of the qnaitz voins can ever 
prove ramuneiative. Iron ore of on inferior qnoUlT abounds 
throughout the District, and is soielted tw the old native prooess 
and used for the manufacture of ogrioallural implements, etc.

Great progress is now bring made, and the nnmber of pnpHs under

being respectively 22*0 and 2*7 per cent, of the ebildren of sohool- 
gring age. There were in year 857 schools, including 16 
secondary, 826 primary and 17 other speoial sohools. The most

Cawspore and other large manalaoinring centres in the United 
Provinces. Mines wore opened in 1903 at Rajham and Singca ; 
the former mine was first worked in 1857, but it hod been closed 
owingto ditfioulties of ironepoit. Tho cod is worked by means of 
pits and indined planes ; tho output in 1903 was 84,000 tone and 
on tho arerago 1,200 hands were ^ployed : the labouroiB nro for 
the most part Oheros and othor local men. An immense quanlityof 
iron ore is found all over tho Distiiat, especially in the ndghbonr- 
hood of the coal-fields. It is of three kinds: magnetite oocuning 
in iho gndss, sidcrito with brown and red hematite in the 
Gondw&na, red and brown hematite in tho tateiito. Tho ores 
from the Gondwana are tho most valuable. At present the^ are 
worked only to a small extent by some of tho junglo tribes, and 
tho outturn is barely enough to satisfy loeal rcquiremenis. lame- 
stone, sandstone, latorite and graphite also exist, hut dilflonliieB of 
transport have hitherto pTorentediheiE being utilized. Copper has 
been found, but not in sufflolent quantities to bo profitably worked.

Among 
the monntoins the eceaeiy is often bcantiful, Tho mouniaina 
west of Oboibasa fonn tho w&ter-sbed wbicb drains nortb-cashvords 
into tbs SiiBsRXsn£KRA and south and west into tho Brahsiaki 
liver. The Subamatokbfi, wHcb flows tbiougb the whole length 
of Bbolbhum, iccolves on its ri^ bank tho Sanjai, wbicb 
drains Potfibat, Kbois&wan and Sermkdb. The i^dkoi rises in 
Mayutbbanj Btate, and with its affluent tho Haro, on whoso 
bank Cbail^a town is dtuated, drains ttio north of tbo Holbsn, 
and after passmg through Saraikcla,j«nns its watcra with tbo Baniu. 

Tbo £&to dnd the Ko«l rivers d;^ the west of the Butnoi^ 
and flow w’estwards into the Btdhmasl river, which they join 
in the Qdngpar State. The beds of oil tbo rivera oro strm-n 
with boulders, wbieb impede navigotian, and tbo iumka oro genor« 
ally steep and covered with ectnb jungle, but alluvial flato are 
deposited in some of the reaches whore vegetables and tobacco 
are grown. The Phuljhur river bnests out of tho Bdnchi Distriot 
into Singhbhum in a cascade wUoh forms a pool supposed to be 
unftttbomablo, and tho subjeot of various legends; sunilar pools' 
in tho Butnram river on the harden of KeonjboT are hdi saciGd, 
and at one abont 2 miles from Jaintgorb Brabmans bavo estab- 
lished a shrine, wheio Hindu (ulgrims wlho. 

' The District is oconpied obtest entirety by tho Arohmen Goc 1 c« 7 . 
group, a vast series of highly altered rooks, oosHstiug of quart- 
zites, quortzitio sandstones, slotos of various kinds, somotiines 
sboly, mica-sol^ts, metamoTphia limestones, ribboned forngmona 
jaspm's, talcose and ohiorilio eobists, tbs lost passing into 
potstones, hasie volcanio lavos and ash-heda mostly altered to 
hombloadio schists, greenstones, and opidioritos. Eart aad south 
of Cboib&sa there is a largo outcrop of a marsive granitic gneiss 
tesembliug that of Bundelkhond and traversed in the some way 
by huge dykes of haste rooks.

The northern part was 
conquered snooeasivc^ hy Bhui^A and BAjpat ohiofi, but in tho 
BOU& the Hos or LorM tdghting) Zols successfully miuntiunod 
their independence against all comors. Tho Singh family of 
PorohAt, ^ose head was formerly known as tho DAja of Smgh- 
hh&m, are BAthor BAjputs of &e Solar raeo, and it is said that 
their ancerion were t&eo hrothare in the bodyguard of Ahhax’a 
eenetal, UAa Singh, who took the port of the DhuiyAs against 
the Hos and ended^ hy conquering the country for ihomselvoB. 
hX one tune the Eiih of Singhhham owned also the county now 
induded in the States of SaiaiheU and IQiarsAwAn, and claimed 
an unacknowledged suieraintf over the EolhAn, but Saraikela 
and S^usAWAK, uith the dependent maintenanoo grants of DugnI . 
and BAuksbAhij wero assigns to junior momhers of tho fan^, ' 
and in time tho chief of Baraikel& hecame a dangarous rival of 
the head of tho dan. 

BritiBh rdntiona with the BaJa of Bmgbhhiim date from 1767, 
when he mode ov^oxes to tho Bcadont at Midnapore oskiiig for 
protection, but it was not unril 1820 that he ooknowlcdged 
hiniBelf a feudatory of the Brirish Qovemmedt, and agreed to 
pay a small tribute. He and the oUier chiefs of Ins family then 
pressed on the Political Agent, Mtyot Bonghseden, their dums 
to Buptemaoy in the Kolhin, ossorting that the Hos wore their 
tehomouB Buh|eoi8 and nr^ngon Qovemment to force them to 
return to their otlegianoe. The Bos denied that they were

formed District of Minbhum ; H was tronsforred to SinghbhQm 
in 1846, but in 167C somo 46 outlying tillages were agam mode 
over to Uidnapoto. 

There anno oroharalogical remains of Bpeoinl Interest, biiiAKi>Ko<

tbo fainily, and tbeir boldcrs paid QuiUrents to him; these wore 
Tomitted by GoTemincnl after the ilntiny, and Narpat Sinph 
has now no right to receito rents from or to interfero with 
them,bntbo‘bas a levoteionaryrigblof succesaonin tho event of 
extindion of lofllo heirs. Sand^on and Chainpnr are under* 
tenures, tbo rent of wbieli has been dxed in perpetuity, 
iorcsts of tbo Porab&t estate are managed for tbo itaja’s bcnc&t 
by the Ifoicst deparlmcnt. 

Ibo estate (eselnding the dependencies) is divided into 10 
groups of vilia^s or pirs. Two of these, wbicb Uo in tbo moto 
open pmt of the country, ore latown as the farfatit pirs and the 
leouusdcr as the KoUian pirs. Tho estate has rcconlly been 
resettled for 15 years from 1003. In PorShat proper 160 squaro 
miloa are cultivated, and 73 sqoaie miles ato cultivable waste, 38 
square miles are rmcallnrable, and 244 square miles are under 
forest The diief crop is rice, but some millots and poises arc 
also ctowa, especially fa (ho more hilly IColhAn pin. Tbo rates 
foe &o best rice land vary (com H. 0>12>7 per aero in the 
Kolh&n to E. l*0*d in the Sad>nif pfr$, and tbe total rental 
fixed at tho Eottlcmont was Its. 38,000 rising to Es. 42,000 after 
5 yeoiB.

12,000, 
m^y derived from a tax on houses and lends, a consorvaacy 
rate and a lax on vcluclcs, while the espondituio was Es. 10,000. 
Tbo town lies within tbo Ecdlun Qovemmout estate. It con- 
tmnstbo usual publie oflieos; tbo Dkfriot jail bos accommodation 
for 230 prisoners, who ato om|fioyod on oil prosing, cloth, dan 
and carpet weaving, ond atiiag making.
